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REMARKS 

This Application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Office Action 
mailed on April 8, 2005, Claims 23-37 were rejected in this Office Action. 
Applicants have cancelled Claims 23-37. Apphcants have added new Claims 38-50. 
Claims 38-50 are pending in the Application. 

Double Patenting 

The Office Action has rejected Claims 23-37 under 35 U.S.C. §101 as 
claiming the same invention as that of Claims 1-22 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,298,381 
issued to Shah et al. Q'Shah""). Applicants have cancelled Claims 23-37, rendering 
this rejection moot. New independent Claims 38, 44, and 50 each recite "selecting a 
mirrored service." Claims 1-22 of Shah do not recite this limitation, and thus a 
double patenting rejection of these claims would be inappropriate. Therefore, these 
claims are allowable as are Claims 39-43 and 45-49 which depend therefrom. 
Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and favorable action in this case.
